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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of the restriction requirement in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that "the two claim groups are closely 
related and can most efficiently be examined in a single application". This is not found 
persuasive because the search required for both groups of claims is not coextensive. 
The searches are diverse as evidenced by the different classifications of the two 
inventions; i.e., the classes and/or subclasses to be searched the claims of invention I 
would indeed be different from the classes and/or subclasses to be searched the claims 
of invention II. Because of their different classification and the attendant different 
searches required for the two distinct inventions, an undue burden would be imposed 
upon the Office to examine both groups of claims. Moreover, the restriction requirement 
of Paper No. 6 articulates the difference between yaw measurement (the subject matter 
of the invention of group I) and calibration of yaw measurement (the subject matter of 
the invention of group II). These two fields of endeavor have acquired a separate status 
in the art. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 1-1 1 and 14-24 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in Paper No. 8.

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed.
